Board of Health 
says “No” again

The Wilmington Board of Health 
voted for the second time in two 
weeks to recommend that the board 
of selectmen not grant a liquor 
license to Selectmen Chairman 
. Michael McCoy for his Lowell 
Street restaurant, Michael's Place. 

Board of Health Chairman Dr. 
James Ficociello said McCoy's 
septic system is "doing what it was 
designed to do" but adding a liquor 
license would "change the 
* complexion of the business," and 
overburden the system. 

"T haven't heard anything today 
that would change how I would look 
at the application" for a liquor 
license, Ficociello said. 

The May 20 board of health vote 

was unanimous. This time around, 
longtime member Joseph Paglia 
changed his vote in favor of the 
motion. 
i McCoy, who was not present at the 
board of health meeting two weeks 
ago, attended Tuesday's edition with 
Lowell-based Attorney John Callan 
and Professional Engineer Domenic 
Tutela. 

Tutela was a member of the 
Wilmington Board of Health in 
1987, when McCoy asked for and 
was granted a variance from that 
board to increase his restaurant's 
seating capacity from 60 to 100, 
persons. As chairman, Ficociello 
comprised the swing vote in that 
decision, with Tutela voting in 
favor and Paglia voting against the 
variance. = 

Tuesday's vote came down to 
three issues: water usage; 
Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) Title 5 regula- 
tions; and whether or not a liquor 
license would increase McCoy's 
number of customers. 

Using information compiled from 
the Wilmington Water and Sewer. 
+ Department, McCoy and his 

representatives demonstrated’ that 
Michael's Place has averaged. 772 
gallons per day of water usage over 
the past ten years, or roughly 74 
percent of his system's capacity. 
The remaining 25 percent, they 
argued, would accommodate any 
increase in water the liquor license

2,100 square foot leaching field, 
with capacity set by Title 5 at half 
that number in gallons of water per 
day, or 1,050 gallons per day. 

However, Ficociello was adamant 
that Title 5 regulations prohibit any 
extra burdens on McCoy's septic 
system. 

Title 5 allows 35 gallons of water 
per seat per day to be used for 
restaurants, food service establish- 
ments, lounges, and taverns. At 100 
seats, Michael's Place should have a 
3,500 square foot leaching field, but 
the 1987 board of health variance 
allows him to operate with the 2,100 
square foot field designed for 60 
seats. 

Still, Tutela disagrees with the 
strict manner in which Ficociello 
appeared to be applying Title 5 
regulations. 

"There shouldn't be one rule. for 


everybody," he stated after the 
meeting, contending that Michael's 
Place doesn't use its septic system to 
capacity and wouldn't witha liquor 
license in place either. 

In fact, McCoy and his team 
argued that the license wouldn't 
increase the number of customers in 
Michael's Place at all. 

"I don't see myself getting any 
busier," McCoy said. "All I'm

McCoy said that through selling 
beer and wine he hopes to increase. 
the amount of each of his present 
customer's checks, rather than 
attract new business. He said he's 
had a lot of requests for beer and 
wine from customers over the 
years. 3 

Ficociello wasn't buying it, 
however? 

“What we're faced with now is a 
restaurant which is hopefully going 
to be increasing its business” 
through the addition of a liquor 
license, he said. "Increased business 
to me is increased [water] flow." 

Ficociello made it clear he does 
not oppose a liquor license for 
Michael's Place, generally speaking, 
just given McCoy's present septic 
system. He offered solutions, the 
best of which appeared to be the 
expansion of the Michael's Place 
leaching field to 3,500 square feet. 

Tutela said that while this was 
possible "if you have to do it,” the 

«time consuming nature of such 
work made it an unlikely option, 

McCoy said he would wait until 
the board of selectmen meets and 
votes on the license this Monday 
before exploring further options, if 
necessary.

We 
were not asking for more than our 
warranty offers us. We are asking 
for serious major problems to be 
resolved without all the frustration 
and energy of fighting for 
everything that should have been 
done without any of this publicity.

+ would not have had to meet with the 
Board of Selectmen to ask for their 
help, etc. 

Mr. Donahue cannot be blamed 
for the poor workmanship in the 
development of the first phase, He 
was brought in to resolve the issues 
and oversee the project. Yet he too, 
soon became more involved with 
the new phase rather than with 
existing problems from the first 
phase, He never returns phone calls 
and makes appointments which he 
doesn't keep, Then at this last town 
meeting, he accused me of lying 


about. the water seeping through my 
basement wall cracks. Maybe Mr. 
Donahue is angry at me due to my 
complaint or the fact that the 
basement is not repaired correctly 
again! I am also angry and 
frustrated that we cannot cease this 
on going problem by just fixing 
what is wrong! 

Mr. Tighe, who in the beginning

Rotary donates Braille 
machines to India 


Roger Hayden of the Hayden Mica 
‘Company of Wilmington is a 
Rotarian, and a person who has 
relationships with India, where a 
number of mica deposits are to be 
found. In the course. of business 
Roger has visited India, and a man 
named Bhaskara Reddy, who is also 
a Rotarian in India. Mr. Reddy, also 
in the mica business, has -visited 
Roger in the Rotary Club of 
Wilmington. 

Last July (a year ago) Mr. Reddy 
became the Rotary District 
Governor of District 5160, in India. 
In the course of correspondence 
with Roger he told of visiting a 
school for the blind, as a part of his 
duties as a governor. He asked if 
Roger could send any information 
on braille typewriters for the use of 


the students. Mr..Reddy knew that 
the braille typewriters were 
available from the Perkins School 
for the Blind, and the Howe Press in 
Watertown, Mass. 

Roger asked the members of the 
Wilmington Rotary if they would 
like this as a project. The result was 
a funding by Wilmington Rotary 
for two Braillers, as these machines 
are called. Wilmington Rotary also 
asked Rotary International for a 
matching grant, which was 
approved. 

Two of these machines are now 
going to a school for the blind in 
Hindupur, and two more are to be 
sent to a school for the blind in 
Nellore, for a total of four 
machines. 


Book Swap success at Trahan School 


The Trahan Elementary School in 
Tewksbury held its first "book 
swap" last week . Reportedly, it was 
a great success. 

A “book swap" occurs when 
families go through their home 
collection and choos that 
they no longer want. Thé children 
take these books to school during a

Fly-by Zeasiea 
is in effect 


Mosquito populations in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury are 
looking to do their worst this 
summer, thanks to an unusually 
harsh winter, according to 
Central Mosquito Project 
i it David Scott in a 
recent appearance before the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen. 

Although the state hires the 
CMCP for mosquito contro] in 26 
Massachusetts cities and towns, 
this might be a year for extraor- 
dinary measures, with local 
towns supplementing the CMCP 
with their own spraying. In par- 
ticular, Wilmington, Tewksbury, 
Billerica and other towns within 
the Shawsheen River watershed 
area are experiencing “particu- 
larly grim situations,” according 
to the Wilmington “Town Crier,” 
because of this winter’s exces- 
sive precipitation and the 
Shawsheen’s large areas of stag- 
nant water. 

In a Kafka-esque transforma- 
tion, the CMCP has evolved 
from an insect spraying compa- 
ny to a pest management com- 
pany capable of full-scale 
assaults which began in April 
with a larvacide program 
involving the bacterial agent 
BTI, pellets, and stagnant water. 

On June 1, the program 
switched to ‘its “adult control” 
mode, which involves insecti- 
cide; but even that, says Scott, is 
only a “mop-up” program. 
Beware, he says, of all areas of 
stagnant water - birdbaths, tire 
swings and swimming pool cov- 
ers - because they bring out the 
nesting instincts in the smallest 
of creatures. BTI,. sold in bri- 
quettes, is available for the 
backyard barbecuer, as are 
sprayers and insecticide. 


Even though Scott admits 
that the problem is frustrating 
and advises that if all else fails, 
citizens should turn to the repel- 
lént/DEET,,it is clear that state 
networkers are buzzing about 


what could be a sticky situation,

The disease 

Rabies is a virus which can 
infect ALL*warm blooded ani- 
mals. Some species are more 
susceptible than others. Most 
cases of rabies are found in wild 
animals, such as raccoons, bats, 
skunks, woodchucks, and foxes. 
However, domestic animals such 
as cats and dogs are now 
becoming infected with the dis- 
ease, 


The local cat population has 
had the greatest increase in 
incidence. There are several 
reasons for this increase. Dogs 
have been required to receive 
the rabies vaccination for years, 
however the state has required 
cats to be vaccinated only since 
February 1993. Cats allowed to 
roam free can be in contact with 
a rabid animal at any time. Cats 
are also natural hunters which 
puts them at high risk. 

Transmission 

The Rabies virus is most 
often passed from the infected 
animal to another through a 
bite. The infected saliva contact- 
ing an open wound or scratch 
introduces the virus into the sys- 
tem. The virus then moves 
through the muscle tissue at the 
site of the wound to the nervous 
tissue. Traveling from nerve cell 
to nerve cell, the virus enters 
the spinal cord and advances to 
the brain. When the virus reach- 
es‘the brain it then’can be trans- 
mitted through saliva. The 
infected animal is now conta- 
gious. This is USUALLY when 


the symptoms appear.

«animal and when the symptoms 
appear will vary. 

The location of the bite (dis- 
tance from the brain), the sever- 
ity of the wound and post-expo- 
sure treatment can all effect the 
course of the disease. This peri- 
od can range from three weeks 
to 12 months in dogs, two weeks 
to several months in cats (usual- 
ly within six to eight weeks), 
and three weeks to 12 months in 
humans. 

The first signs of rabies in 
cats and dogs include apprehen- 
sion, anxiety, shyness in usually 
friendly animals (normally. 
unfriendly animals become 
docile), dilated pupils and/or 
constant licking or biting of the 
injury site. This phase usually 
lasts one to three days. 

The second phase can vary in 
symptoms. The FURIOUS 
PHASE: The animal becomes 
increasingly aggressive and 
irrational. The animal may 
begin to bite at anything that 
ffioves. The PARALYTIC PHASE 


usually occurs in two to four 
days with dogs, five days in cats. 
In this phase the lower jaw 
dreps, the animal begins to 
drool excessively, becomes unco- 
ordinated and avoids contact. 

In humans, the signs are usu- 
ally neurological (details should 
be acquired through the Mass. 
Board of Public Health or a 
physician).

Because the virus is transmitted 
in saliva they may be instructed 
to bathe the animal or bring it 
directly to the practice. The vet- 
erinarian will research the pets’ 
rabies vaccination history to 
determine the status. The ani- 
mal needs to be examined for 
wounds and scratches.*All pets 
up-to-date on their vaccinations, 
need to be revaccinated at the 
time of a bite or wound from a 
possible rabid animal. This 
revaccination offers the ultimate 
protection available. 

4. CALL AN ANIMAL CON- 
TROL OFFICER. This step 
should proceed #3 if the suspect 
animal is a wild or a loose ani- 
mal which may escape. DO NOT 
attempt to capture the animal! 

Animal to Human - If 
attacked by an animal use any 
available object to keep sepa- 
rated and attempt to flee the 
area. If there are no objects 
accessible, use your feet to 
defend yourself (a bite the fur- 
thest distance from the brain 
will delay the virus’ course).

and/or seek immediate medical 
attention...

Protection 

The best way to protect a 
family from a rabid animal is to 
take precautions. Inform chil- 
dren that healthy wild animals 
will avoid humans, Instruct 
them not to handle any stray or 
wild animals. A wild animal 
which acts friendly is showing 
signs of being ill and must be 
avoided. Garbage left accessible 
outside will attract wild and 
stray unvaccinated animals. 

The rabies vaccination is the 
best available protection. Rabies 
vaccinations are available for 
humans who have had contact 
and may be compromised. 

The State has set regulations 
for vaccination of dogs and cats. 
The State has also set up a pro- 
tocol which must be followed by 
the Veterinarians and Animal 
Control Officers.

Tattooing is a painless, quick, 
safe and permanent method to 
help protect a dog or cat in the 
event of a pet being lost or 
stolen. 

Conventional tags and collars 
can be lost or removed leaving 
no way of identifying a pet. A 
tattoo, when registered with one 
of the national organizations 
dedicated to recovering lost or 
stolen pets, will ensare that a 
lost pet will be identified or that 
a stolen pet will not end up in a 
research laboratory. 

According to Annamarie Ahl, 
of A.A. Pets in North Reading, 
pet tattoos do not hurt like 
human tattoos. The epidermis, 
top layer of skin, of a human is 
thicker and uneven, which 
means deeper penetration. 
Dogs’ and cats’ epidermis is 
thin and smooth. The needle 
depth of penetration is only 1/32 
of an inch and this is enough to 
inject the vegetable-base ink 
just below the epidermis. 

When tattooing pets the tat- 
too needles do not reach the 
pain nerve endings, therefore it 
is impossible for them to feel 
pain, They feel the vibration of 
ithe marker and can. nervously

react when the vibrating marker 
touches their skin. 

, When a dog or cat is brought 
to a shelter or research lab, the 
workers are required to look for 
a tattoo. The tattoo is located on 
the animal’s upper thigh or 
belly with numbers and/or let- 
ters no more than 1/2 inch high. 
The area neéds to be kept 
shaven or scissor cut for the tat- 
too to be visible. Thieves who 
hold pets for ransom or dognap- 
pers who supply laboratories 
don’t want to be caught with a 
“marked pet,” Tattoo numbers 
prove ownership with positive 
identification accepted in any 
court of law. 

“Tattoo-A-Pet® and “National 
Dog Registry” are the two 
largest tattooing associations 
and they actively network with 
each other on a daily basis. 

T. Mulrenan of Mulrenan K9 
Obedience Training, says “pet 
tattooing is not a fad, it is a life- 
time identification ‘tag that can 
be a life saver!” Remember a 
tattoo is of no use unless it is 
registered with a national orga- 
nization.

What is pruritis? Quite sim- 
ply, Pruritis is the medical term 
for itching.

mon complaint in both dogs and 
cats. The warm summer months 
are when most cases occur. 
There are many causes of itch- 
ing in pets, the most common 
ones being parasites, allergies 
and hot spots. 

What are skin parasites? 
There are three type of skin par- 
asites causing this syndrome. 
These are fleas, ticks and mites. 


‘Hot weather and pets 


are a dangerous mix 


Summer is just beginning and 
already temperatures are reach- 
ing into the 90s. Such intense 
heat is not only dangerous for 
humans but for pets as well. The 
Animal Hospital of Wakefield 
and the American Animal 
Hospital Association offers a 
few tips to protect pets during 
summer heat waves. 


Cars are potential death 
traps during the hot summer 
months because inside tempera- 
tures can quickly climb to more 
than 120°F on even a mild sunny 
day. It's best to leave a pet at 
home while running errands 
during hot weather. If a pet 
must absolutely be left in a car, 
please do the following: 


*Open windows and vents as 
wide as possible without provid- 
ing an escape route; or, put the 
pet in a well-ventilated cage 
inside the car and open the win- 
dows fully. 


*Provide fresh ‘water. 


*Check the car every ten min- : 


utes. 

__ If a pet is panting, has a star- 
ing or, anxious. expression, does 
not obey commands, has warm, 
dry skirt and a high fever, rapid 
heartbeat, or is vomiting, lower 
the body temperature quickly 
with cool water — either by par- 
tial immersion or by spraying 
thoroughly with a garden hose. 
Call a veterinarian immediately. 


If a pet lives outdoors, make 
sure there is adequate shelter 
for protection from the midday 
sun and heat. Outdoor kennels 
should be well-ventilated and in 
a shaded area. There should 
always be some shade for the 
pet to get out of the sun.

Acute 
moist dermatitis, or hot spot, 
refers to a localized, red, 
intensely painful and itchy area 
of skin. This is most commonly 
seen in'long haired dogs. It 
starts with a minor skin irrita- 
tion, for example an insect bite, 
a thorn prick or anything else 


that will cause the dog to lick or * 
bite an area of skin. The skin 
becomes inflamed and itches so ° 
the dog tends to lick and bite it 
more. The mere the dog bits at 
the area the worse the itching 
becomes. Hot spots can grow 
and spread very rapidly and 
treatment should be instituted » 
as soon as possible. 

¢What should be done if an 
animal is itching? The first step 
is to determine the cause of the 
problem. This involves a com- 
plete physical examination with 
special emphasis on the skin. 
Based on the information 
derived from the examination a 
diagnosis may be made or spe- 
cial testing may be necessary. 
This may involve one or more of 
the following: skin scraping, 
bacterial or fungal culture, ultra 
violet light examination, biopsy 
or blood tests. 

Once an accurate diagnosis is 
made, appropriate therapy will 
be instituted.

“Blown Away,” a Boston- 
based thriller, pits an explosives 
expert against a mad bomber, 
culminating in dangerous fire- 
works on the Fourth of July. 
Beantown looks great and the 
cast is an interesting mix, but 
this is one flick that is too fat for 
its own good. A little trimming 
of both the finished product and 
the original script would have 
made all the difference between 
a mediocre movie and primo 


summer entertainment. 

The tangled plot is simply too 
bloated to believe. Jeff Bridges 
is the star of the Boston bomb 
squad, a hot shot who knows 
explosives inside and out. He’s 
in love with Suzy Amis, a violin- 
ist for the Boston Pops and a 
devoted single mom. But 
Bridges’ happy life is interrupt- 
ed when Tommy Lee Jones 
escapes from an Ulster prison 
and emerges in Boston, where 
he recognizes Bridges in a news- 
cast. 

Jones is considered too crazy 
even for the Irish Republican 
Army, making us wonder why 
the filmmakers gave us a politi- 
cal connection only to back 
away from it. Jones’ bombs are 
like Rube Goldberg inventions.

They may have cinematic 
appeal, but are much too com- 
plicated, even for this psycho 
bomber. And the ending, which 
goes on and on, is reminiscent 
of “Speed,” a hugely improbable 
action/adventure that succeeds 
because it doesn’t take itself 
seriously. 

As the story unfolds, we learn 
that Jones and Bridges were 
once political cohorts -- until 
Bridges realized his IRA bombs 
might actually kill people. You'll 
note he has all the political 
savvy of a cocker spaniel. This 
ludicrous political connection is 
the plot’s weakest link. 

The storyline may not quite 
gel, but Jones is one of the best 
things on screens this summer. 
His ballistic Irishman has an 
intelligent, creepy edge. Also fun 
is Lloyd Bridges as Jeff’s men- 
tor, a warm and irascible char- 
acter deeply imbedded in 
Boston’s Irish network. Jeff 
Bridges does his best as the 
guilt-ridden cop. And he nearly 
gets the Boston accent right, 
even if he can’t overcome the 
flat writing. 

This flick might need some 
pruning, but it needn’t be writ- 
ten off. Just don’t place it too 
high on your summer movie list. 
Director Stephen Hopkins cap- 
tures the neighborhood atmos- 
phere that is still a part of 
Boston. Although Hopkins lets 
the ending whirl out of control, 
he films a couple of scenes that 
are amazingly memorable for 
their edgy suspense.

It bounces between a romantic 
comedy and an action adven- 
ture until the audience is as con- 
fused as the plot. The pleasant, 
upbeat beginning makes the 
ending all the more disappoint- 
ing.

The Lion King deserves to 
rule the cinematic jungle this 
summer, as it is an entertaining, 
fast-paced tale of a lion cub who 
flees his kingdom after his dad 
is killed.
